II. lladloy, who wrote to General 
Garfield a letter intended to draw out a 
personal reply from him, but |the reply 
was written liy Mr. Brown and4'signed 
by him. It is not believed by counsel 
in the 1'hilp case that Mr. Hewitt has 
ever had an autograph letter from Gen 
Garfiold.

THE FUKERAL. 


The obsequies took place on Sunday 


aflernoon from the First Presbyterian 
Church, which WM filled to its fullest ca- 
pacity by relatives and friends from 
abroad, and those of our citizens who 
knew the deceased in life. At two o'clock 
the intimate friends of the family gath- 
ered at Ihe late residence of the deceased, 
where a short service was conducted by 
Itev. W. W. Harsha, D. D., of Jackson- 
ville, who read the 70th Psalm, and of- 
fered a fervent prayer. Before the cas- 
ket was removed the relatives looked up- 
on the face of the departed for the last 
time, when the procession formed and 
proceeded to the church, preceded by the 
pall-bearers: Ex-Qov. Oglesby, James 
Hillikln, H. W. Hill, J. U. Race, W. R. 
Scruggs, I<owber Burrows, J. H. Lewis 
and T. T. Roberts. As the casket en- 
tered ihe audience room and was borne 
to tbe alUr, the choir sang the touching 
funeral hymn; 


"Brother thou hast gone before us, 
And thy saintly soul Is lluwn; 
Where lean are wiped from every eye, 
And sorrows are unknown." 


Dr. Harsha read a scriptural selection, 


after which Rev. W. U.Prestley annortnc- 
ed the G87th hymn: 


ishinghis classical course ho entered as a 
student of theology, "Priaceton Theolog- 
ical Seminary," graduating therefrom in 
1843. Here he was permitted to meet 
daily in tbe class rooms and in society, 
and enjoy the instructions girea by such 
men as Archibald Alexander, Samuel 
Miller, Charles Hodge andJ.

Kentucky he was railed to the pastoral* ot the 
Presbyterian cnnrch at Morganneld in that 
State; which call he accepted, and was ordain- 
ed and Installed as pastorby the Presbytery or 
Hublenbarg. Here he remained for some six 
yearaand more-matin* lull proof of hii min- 
Istrj u a preacher and a pastor. Dunny tne 
period of this pastorate, he made a visit, ac- 
companied by hla mother, then a woman of 
somelhroe-WBre years, to Ms brother residing 
at Bloomingtoa, In this State. On his return 
home from this vtalt, he met with his "iff for 
the flrst time, at tke house of her brothers 
George and Samuel, near this city, and shortly 
afterwards, October 38, JM5, they were mar- 


On a subsequent visit to Bloomlngton, In the 
year 1849, he was called to the pastorate ofthe 
First Presbyterian church In that city. This 
call he accepted and entered on his work there 
earlv in the year 1650, and remained as pastor 
until compelled by the loss of his voice through 
an affection of his throat to resign his charge. 
This dispensation was one that could not only 
have been painful, but very mysterious to 
him. 
Here lie was In the full vigor of his 
manhood; physically, In all other respects, 
and mentally well qualified to preach Oirist 
and him crucined. LUe the great majority of 
minisiers, be was not (possessed of much of 
this world's goods. A wife and youngfamily 
were dependent on him for support. His chil- 
dren must be educated and prepared for the 
active duties and responsibilities ot life, and 


True, he labored not to secure the 


praise of menj for this he cared little; and 
ye.t already baa he received the divine 
plaudit, "Well done, good and faithful 
servant, enter thou into the joy of thy 
Lord." Beloved, let us aim while in life 
to plant trees that shall bear fruit to God's 
glory, when these poor bodies like his 
shall be crumbling into dust. 


The church services concluded with a 


chant by the choir: 


"Beloved! 'It Is well,' 'It ii well,1 


God's w»ys are always right. 


And love is o'er them all, 
Tbo' far above our sight." 


The funeral cortege reformed aud moved 


to Greenwood Cemetery, where the 
mor- 


tal remains of the dead were consigned to 
the grave with appropriate burial ceremo- 
nies.

fact formed the bone aud sinews of the 
word-famed "Declaration of American 
Independence." This people were a plain

The clergymen who ministered to 


them were known as highly educated and 
characterized by intelligence; thus not 
only indicating the high standing of edu- 
cation in the church at that early d.iy. 
but also thatthis community was capable

For the past 
eighteen mouths be IMS been connned lo (he 
house, and nearly all Ihis long period;to his 
bed. yet this long confinement, weartiome 
though it must hiive been, exceedingly painful 
at times, mill he has borne it all without a 
murmur, withont » word IniUcattnr impa- 
ttonce, indeed, oftemimesmanifeatlilgacheer- 
fulness that was wonderful. Certainly, lean 
say without a flKiire of speech, that patience 
In him had its perfect work.

And strange 
would it have bc-nn, indeed, «nd altogether 
foreign to what wo know of this brother, had 
not the rich stores, gathered by these men and 
evolved out of tlicir own experience, and di- 
rected by a skill acquired by long years ot ac- 
tivity in the service, to the heart and mind of 
our brother bad not found a lodgment thereto 
to the shaping, the strengthening and devel- 
oping of his mental and bis spiritual life. To 
these strong men we must attribute muchot 
the clearness of his apprehension and the 
firmness of his grasp of those great principles 
In our holy religion (hat were so characteristic 
of him and resulting in that strength of faith 
in Cliriatas a personal Saviour to; those who 
were at all acquainted witli bis Christian expe- 
rience. In all my intercourse with him previ- 
ous to and during his last lingering illness, 
never have I heard from hislips the expression 
of a doubt or fear. Whilst there was nojeial-
